Wood backed up his orders with 
tin1 statement, ‘‘if we decide to take 
a man prison, we will do it alive or 
dead, no matter who or where he is.”

Soldier 
guards 
were 
stationed

yards throughout the residence, in­ 
dustrial and the business sections. 
The Fort Sheridan troops brought 
16 machines guns, sixty automatic 
rifles, trench motars and one-pound- 
ers which were mounted on specially 
de-igned trucks. 
Troot>s arriving from Omaha early 
today brought additional heavy arms. 
The 
speed with which the 
men 


from Fort Sheridan got under way 
after receiving orders, showed they 
were prepared 
for the 
emergency. 
W ithin twenty minute- after the call 
had reached the fort, 1,000 men fully 
armed, were loaded into trucks and 
enroute down the lake shore. 
Geeral Wood declared m artial law 
immediately after arrival of the reg­ 
ulars. 
The state militia was withdrawn to 
Indiana Harbor and E ast Chicago, 
where Adjt. Gen. H a rry B. Smith of 
Indiana, issued a proclamation de­ 
claring thai district under military 
rule. 
Gen. Wood announced that the m ili­ 
tary authorities would conduct the 
affairs of the city through the city 
government inasfar as possible. 
He 
issued orders against public meet­ 
ings, parades and no-soldiers wear­ 
ing army uniforms.
